Rock Wednesday upholds the literal 
text of the state law, and supports the 
view at first generally' held by attor- 
neys that Arkansas' bone-dry statute 
outlaws a beverage of < any alcoholic 
content whatsoever, regardless wheth- 
er it is intoxicating or not.

Digest says in the opening declaration 
of the bone-dry act, Section 6159, that 
it shall be "unlawful to sell . . . any 
alcoholic liquors."

through Sections 6160-61-62, but in the 
next section, 6163 occurs this conflict- 
ing statement: "It shall be unlawful 
for any person to procure or purchase 
for another any alcohol or INTOXI-

Up lo Supreme Court 


If the Arkansas Supreme 
Court 


should hold, in the appeal from Judge 
McGehee's decision, that the appar- 
ently absolute prohibition of the open- 
ing section of the law is based upon 
and qualified by the later phrase "in- 
toxicating spirits,' 'then it is believed 
the definition of "intoxicating" as es- 
tablished by congress would hold in 
Arkansas, legalizing the sale of thrce- 
point-two by a court order. 


If the supreme court sustains Judge 


McGchee, sale can be legalized only 
through repeal of the legislative act. 


Even should the supreme court de- 


clare sale of beer legal, it would still 
be necessary for the legislature to 
meet in special session in order to 
provide for licensing and taxing of 
beverage sales, as handled by most of 
the states.

college professor on the politics of the 
day. 
He makes things appear too easy. 


He's one of these "gymnasium box- 
ers"—looks great in training, but 
doesn't last a round in the actual 
fight. 


Professor Dewey, an idealist, thinks 


up dynamite to give Huey P. Long, a 
practical politican, who uses the pro- 
fessor's dynamite to wangle somebody 
out of an expensive automobile and a 
$100,000 life insurance endowment. 


The solution for this country's trou- 


bles lies somewhere between misguid- 
ed professors ' and dangerous dema- 
gogues. I think it lies in the heart of 
an honest and courageous president, 
and veteran political leaders like Sen- 
ator Glass, who have presented an 
uncompromising front to predatory 
wealth all their lives. 


X X X 


What Professor Dewey is telling us 


in charge No. 1 is that the mere pos- 
session of wealth is a crime. Now the 
common people don't really believe 
that. Every man is out to make as 
much money as he honorably can. .If 
4 per cent of the people own 80 per 
cent of our wealth, still, the govern- 
ment can't arbitrarily seize it without 
changing the face of our civilization. 
This is the working capital behind all 
American enterprise. 


Something is wrong, of course. For 


one thing, we have just come out of a 
Republican administration that was 
overly-friendly to great wealth—and 
Mr. Roosevelt is changing that condi- 
tion rapidly. 


Professor Dewey charges (No. 2) that 


we are drifting away from super- 
taxes on incomes of the rich to a sales 
lax that hits everybody. 


I think he is right in this analysis. 


I think eventually we will have both 
federal and state sales taxes. 


But that's no proof of friendship for 


great wealth. The fact is that even 
with fully honest income tax reports 
the government revenues were bound 
lo have taken a terrible licking since 
the depression began. Now we have 
to turn elsewhere for revenue. But 
professors, with assured salaries from 
university endowments, don't under- 
stand as much about the practical side

Retail Trade Within 1.29 


Per Cent of April of 


Last Year 


ST. LOUIS—(/P)—The ex- 


pansion in commerce and in- 
dustry in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve district, begun in 
March, continued on a con- 
siderably broader scale in 
April, the monthly review of 
the St. Louis Federal Reserve 
Bank said Wednesday. 


"The improvement extended both to 


sentiment in the business community," 
the report said, "and actual volume 
of transaclions. For the first time in 
many months merchants and manufac- 
turers showed a disposition to cover 
on future requirements, the chief in- 
centives for this attitude being the 
sharp advance in commodity prices 
and increased demands from the gen- 
eral public." 


Merchants to Market 


Inventories of merchanise were still 


below those a year ago, but the num- 
ber of visiting merchants in distribu- 
tion centers was large during April 
and the first half of May. 


Employment in May showed mod- 


erate gains over April, while April 
gains were measurably larger 
than 


those in March. Farm work was de- 
layed from two weeks to a month and 
trade made a poorer showing in em- 
ployment figures. 


Taken as a whole the volume of 


production at manufacturing establish- 
ments was measurably larger in April 
than in March and compared favor- 
ably with April a year ago, the report I 
said. 


There were new high 
levels for 


prices of agricultural products. Re- 
tail trade in April was 27 per cent 
greater than in March, but 1.29 per 
cent less than in April last year. Com- 
bined sale of all wholesaling and job- 
bing firms reporting were 10 per cent 
greater in April than ifi March and 
2 per cent larger thart in April, 1932.

scribers in the scope of its investiga- 
:ion. 


The action was taken under a res- 


olution adopted by the Corporation 
Commission, the members of which 
are: Chairman J. C. Pinnix, W. H. 


hilders and C. P. Newton, who ex- 


pressed the opinion that the power 
company's rates now are excessive. 


The inquiry is to cover rates charg- 


ed by the company for electricity, and 
for gas wherever it supplies the latter. 
Members of the commission said num- 
erous requests for an investigation of 
the company's rates had been received 
since the fact-finding tribunal was 
created by the 1933 legislature. 


The tribunal has no rate-fixing au- 


thority, but may investigate all facts 
having a bearing upon the rate struc- 
ture, and submit its findings to the 
Corporation Commission and 'the re- 
spective city councils. 


The city councils are empowered to 


fix .utility rates by ordinance in mu- 
nicipalities, and the CorporatioaCom- 
mission fixes inter-city and rur$l sub- 
scribers rates.

Present Law Complicated 
, 


Government bonds and billions of 


dollars in other tax-exempt securities 
continue to be a favorite target for 
the "soak the rich" school, but these 
lave been held exempt from tax large- 
ly because their special status enables 
the government to borrow money so 
much more cheaply than it otherwise 
could. 


Simplification of the tax law is also 


being strongly urged by those who 
feel that the Treasury has lost hun- 
dreds of millions through the efforts 
of high-priced lawyers and tax ex- 
perts who were able to find loopholes 
in the present structure. The capital 
gains and losses section of the present 
law has been called the most compli- 
cated tax law in the history of the 
Wrld. 


The present 12V4 per cent tax on 


large capital gains is also meeting 
much criticism and there are those 
who urge that capital gains—as the 
government describes profits on se- 
curities sold after they have been held 
two years—be charged at the same 
rate as other incomes.

ful'." as Williston extracted numerous 
ivory balls and a pool cure from this 
astonished correspondent's coat pocket.

Present Law Complicated 
, 


Government bonds and billions of 


dollars in other tax-exempt securities 
continue to be a favorite target for 
the "soak the rich" school, but these 
lave been held exempt from tax large- 
ly because their special status enables 
the government to borrow money so 
much more cheaply than it otherwise 
could. 


Simplification of the tax law is also 


being strongly urged by those who 
feel that the Treasury has lost hun- 
dreds of millions through the efforts 
of high-priced lawyers and tax ex- 
perts who were able to find loopholes 
in the present structure. The capital 
gains and losses section of the present 
law has been called the most compli- 
cated tax law in the history of the 
Wrld. 


The present 12V4 per cent tax on 


large capital gains is also meeting 
much criticism and there are those 
who urge that capital gains—as the 
government describes profits on se- 
curities sold after they have been held 
two years—be charged at the same 
rate as other incomes.

66 Nations Will Partici- 
pate at Opening in Lon- 


don June 12 


LONDON.'^—The world economic 


conference, which willopen June 12 
with 66 nations ^participating, is ex- 
pected to remairi in session only six 
weeks instead of six months previous- 
ly estimated. 


This' Was learned 'from officials of 


the League of Nations, who are in 
charge of preparations for the parley. 


The conference Will be organized 


into some semblance of efficiency for 
tackling the agenda before general de 
bate is launched.

It is to start with a brief session at 


which King George will outline the 
hopes for return of world prosperity, 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
will make the presidential address, and 
the American delegation will formal- 
ly present its tariff truce proposal. . . 


Indications now are th«t after the 


first phase of the meeting, lasting per- 
haps six Weeks ,an adjournment will 
be taken. Committee work may then 
be carried on at Geneva parallel with 
the League Assembly there in Sep- 
tember.

Whether plenary sessions of the con- 


ference subsequently will be resumed 
in London, with a final cremqnial ses- 
sion here, is undecided. 


After the parley opens organization 


problems are'expected to consume two 
weeks, but behind the scenes commit- 
tees will be working on the formid- 
able questions of currency, exchange 
restrictions and tariffs.

Although it has doubled cotton'pro- 
duction since the opening year of the 
World war, Russia by no means can 
raise enough to fill its needs. In 192, 
Russia imported upwards of 50,000,000 
pounds of cotton; in the two years 
previous approximately

much—with only a small portion com- 
ing from the United States. 


Annually, the U. S. S. R. imports 


around 220,000,000 pounds of livestock, 
again with this country sharing in on- 
ly a small way. Last year, Russia 
turned to Canada to satify its livestock 
needs, but reputed official opposition 
developed and the negotiations col- 
lapsed.

1929 income tax return, in which the 
government claims it was defrauded 
of $500,000, was examined by the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau a year after 
it was filed, Max D. Steuer brought 
out at the trjal Wednesday, and no 
fault was found with it.
